Friendly fuzz visit prol

Daniel Latouche, a professor 'ih'^'thé Political 
Sdence Department at McGill, spent about two hours 
l^esday night in friendly conversation with three 
policemen whom he found in his apartment on his re- 
turn home. ~ 

Two of them were French-speaking members of 
the RCMP and one a member of the Montreal police. 
They were UivesUgating a complaint against Latouche, 
the nature of wtiicb.Uiey.did not^d^oosèf^ 
thèy were obUged tTcheck ouf all sudir3nnplâint«|i 
; Latouche has not been popular with some' sectors 
of the English-language media, the main complaint 
being that Pierre ValUères' "seditious" book "Les 
Nègres Blancs de l'Amérique," is on his course list. 

' '.'I have been denounced in a call on a CJAD 
hotÛne show," he told the Daily hi an biterview Tues- 
day afternoon, before the police visit. "Waller.COiair- 
man. Harold Waller of the Political Science. Depart-, 
ment) also tells me that The Suburban has referred 
to me without mentioning my name." 

While one of the policemen looked around, the 
others checked Latouche's indentiTicatlon and asked 
his opinions on the FLQ and other subjects. We \n 
turn asked them why they hadn't caught any of the 
real "bandits" yet. 

During the ensuing conversation, which according 
to latouche was "interesting" and "friendly," he and 
the officers discussed such topics as Marxism, 
French (Canadian nationalism, and last October's 
Montreal police strike, in which one of them had been 
bivblved. The former striker told, LatoucEê that he 




had had "no other way" to resolve his grij 

The police, said Latouche, tried to ' ^. 
that there is "more freedom in CaiuidaTfnd^l^L^ 
bee than anywhere else." They usèd'^"trad|tl5nal''^- 
arguments" about French C^da which "may have 
been true 20 years ago," the same arguments that 
"67 per cent of French Canadians" believe. 

"These three guys were Mr. Average," Latouche 
asserted. He. added that "they all like Mr. Levesque 

kccordbig to Latotiche; who lived In Chicago for 
two years at one time, Montreal police compare 
favourably with those in that city. "Evctything they 
say about police in Chicago is true - they're really 
disgusthig. But police here are even almost sym- 
pathetic." 

He cautioned that "to have to discuss the issues 
and reject them is a'forin of political indoctrination 
in reverse. If objectivity means having to attack 
Vallières, for example, and condemn his book, then 
it is no longer objectivity. This is my fear." 

"Anyhow students in CEGEP are astute enough to 
smell political hidoctrinatlon ten miles away," Iji- 
toucheadded. 

At this pohit he believes that "what St. Pierre 
means is to prevent the use of the classroom for 
political propaganda. It would be paranoid to think 
that he wants to prevent certain issues from being

Qouncil wraps up year

Hutton Archer was severely crit- 
icized last night at a meeting 
when Council once again upheld 
its decision to scat the seven 
representatives to Senate des-, 
pite a Judicial Committee ruling 
invalidating the October 21 elec- 
tions on a technicality. 

Arts and> Science representa- 
tive John Bandiera called Ar- 
cher's early decision to appoint 
the senators in spite of the Ju- 
dicial Committee's decision on 
the matter "irresponsible," 
and accused the executive of 
"being responsible for the whole 
damn mess." 

Medicine representative Ro- 
bert Turner supported Bandiera 
claiming Archer had been "very 
high-handed" in his dealings 
with the Judicial Committee. ' . , 

'Ihe^attack^canie after. Pres- 
ident ^^inliirTopened the meet- 
ing, by stating that he now felt 
that new elections for the Sen- 
ate positions should be held hi 
January. 

Archer feels that since - the 
Students' Society had 'Ibound 
itself by precedent, to the de- 
cision of the Judicial Commit- 
tee" there was little else that 
could be done.

Education representative, and - 
senator elect,' Joseph Hackett 
then suggested that Enrol Nai- 
man and Martin Shapiro, the 
two students that filed appeals 
to the Judicial Committee pay 
for any new election.

After handing the gavel to 
Internal Vice-President Kevin 
O'Connell he defended the ex- 
ecutive, stating, "I have done 
everything humanly possible to 
avoid this unfortunate situation.'! 
Archer continued accusing the 
Judicial Committee of "bad 
faith." 

The issue came to a vote, and 
despite the fact that a majority 
of councilors were in favour of 
holding new elections, a two third 
majority necessary to rescind the 
appointment motion was not 
obtained. As a result, the sena- 
tors will retain their positions.'
